NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Wuitn 
total transactions exceeding the 
previous high mark of the year, 
1,419,000 shares as against the pre- 
vious maximum of 1,369,780 on 
Tuesday of last week, the trend 
of stock exchange prices was up- 
ward again today.

A typical illustra- 
tion is the financing of the erec- 
tion of a business block on ae long 
term lease. Regardless of how 
thoroughly stabilized the values 
are, State banks cannot loan on 
such security. Many of the best 
buildings in the downtown section 
in Los Angeles are located on such 
leases. 

“The size of these transactions is 
above the limit of the ordinary 
individual lender of money. One 
of the 
ment of Los Angeles is, therefore, 
in a sort of “no man’s land’ when 
it comes to financing its projects.
